Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the  Burgh  and 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  1962. 

Vital  statistics  for  the  year  1962  provide  the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  and 
the  lowest  death  rate  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  on  record  in  the  Burgh.  On  the  other 
hand  deaths  from  lung  cancer  again  show  a substantial  increase.  The  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  generally  was  again  low.  One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred 
during  the  year. 

School  leavers  have  been  skin  tested  annually  for  tuberculosis  infection  since 
1954.  The  results  of  this  show  that,  since  1956,  the  number  of  children  in  this  age 
group  who  are  naturally  infected  with  tuberculosis  has  fallen  steadily  and  the  number 
who  have  required  artificial  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  increased  correspondingly.  During 
1962  only  11.3%  of  those  children  showed  evidence  of  previous  tuberculous  infection 
whereas  in  1956  this  figure  was  32.1%.  This  is  a reflection  of  the  marked  reduction 
in  this  infection  in  the  community  during  the  past  7 years. 

Public  response  to  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  tuberculosis  continues  to  be  good. 

During  the  year  the  new  arrangements  for  the  Town  Council's  comprehensive 

Mental  Health  Service  came  into  effect  and  the  Chiropody  Service  completed  its  first 
year  of  operation.

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GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Population 


The  population  of  the  Burgh,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1962,  was  73,483  - 
an  increase  of  291  on  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  which  took  place  during  the  year  1962  was  1,530 
which  is  39  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  for  the  Burgh  per  1,000  of 
the  population  is  20.8. 

Illegitimacy 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  Burgh  during  1962  was  61  which  is  19 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Marriages 

There  were  613  marriages  during  the  year,  1 less  than  in  1961,  giving  a marriage 
rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  8.3. 

Deaths 


There  were  819  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year,  which  is  4 more  than 
in  1961.  The  death  rate  for  the  Burgh  during  1962  was  11.1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year  which  is  6 
less  than  in  1961.  This  is  the  lowest  number  of  deaths  ever  recorded  in  the  Burgh  from 
this  disease.  Of  the  4 deaths,  3 were  in  male  persons  between  the  ages  of  45  and  65 
and  one  was  in  a female  over  the  age  of  75.  No  deaths  occurred  from  any  of  the  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis. 

Only  one  death  occurred  during  the  year  from  the  principle  epidemic  diseases, 
this  being  the  result  of  meningococcal  meningitis. 

Lung  Cancer 

The  number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  the  males  continues  to  rise  as  shown 
in  the  following  table.  Of  the  total  51  deaths  from  this  disease,  48  were  in  males.

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Infant  Deaths 

The  year  1962  is  marked  by  an  encouraging  fall  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths. 
There  were  31  during  the  year  which  is  18  less  than  in  1961.  The  infant  death  rate  of 
20  per  thousand  live  births  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Burgh.  Of  the  31  infant 
deaths,  19  occurred  in  the  first  4 weeks  of  life,  giving  a neonatal  mortality  rate  of  12 
per  thousand  live  births.  This  is  also  the  lowest  recorded  neonatal  death  rate. 


The  total  of  32  stillbirths  in  1962  shows  an  increase  of  6 over  the  previous 
year.  The  stillbirth  rate  is  20  per  thousand  total  births. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  following  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  confirmed  during  the 

year:- 


Venereal  Disease 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  attending  Lanarkshire  Clinics  from  the 
Burgh  during  the  year  was  8,  which  is  5 less  than  in  1961.  No  new  cases  of  syphilis 
attended  these  clinics  during  the  year. 

Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services 

The  Burgh  Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services  Scheme  continued  to  operate  during 
1962.  Under  this  scheme  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  were  conducted  in  Town 
Council  Clinic  premises  by  general  medical  practitioners,  midwives  and  health  visitors, 
the  mothers  being  referred  routinely  to  the  Obstetrician’s  Clinic,  also  in  Town  Council 
Clinic  premises,  three  times  during  pregnancy.  694  women  attended  the  G.P./Midwife 
Ante  natal  Clinic  for  the  first  time  during  the  year  and  441  attended  the  G.P./Midwife 
Post-natal  Clinic  for  the  first  time  during  the  year.

The  Town  Council’s  proposals  for  a comprehensive  Mental  Health  Service  were 
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approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  during  the  year.  These  proposals  place  the  responsi- 
bility for  direction  and  control  of  the  new  mental  health  services  under  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  direct  that  all  matters  of  mental  health  shall  stand  referred  to  the 
Health  Committee.  Two  Mental  Health  Officers  have  been  appointed,  responsible  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  statutory  duties  under  the  I960  Act  relating  to  compulsory 
admission  to  hospital  and  guardianship,  formal  supervision  of  those  under  guardianship, 
and  informal  supervision  of  those  not  under  guardianship.  In  addition  a Mental  Health 
Visitor  was  appointed  from  the  staff  of  health  visitors  for  full  time  supervisory  duties. 
This  health  visitor  completed  the  six  months  training  course  in  Glasgow  on  Mental 

Disorders  in  June  1962. 

The  Town  Council’s  Senior  Occupational  Centre  for  Mental  Defectives  over 
16  years  of  age  continued  to  operate  during  1962  under  the  supervision  of  a senior 
male  instructor  and  an  assistant  female  instructor.  Both  received  recognition  as  in- 
structors by  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
pupils  on  the  register  of  the  training  centre  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  48.  Of  these 
12  were  admitted  from  the  neighbouring  areas  of  the  County  under  arrangements  made 
with  Lanarkshire  County  Council.  A change  in  the  arrangements  for  the  provision  of 
meals  at  the  centre  was  made  during  the  year.  These  are  now  provided  through  the 
School  Meals  Service. 

The  local  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  continued  to  do  valuable 
work  for  mental  defectives  in  the  area  and  have  at  present  under  consideration  the 
establishment  of  a Club  in  the  premises  occupied  by  the  training  centre. 

The  Town  Council  have  given  consideration  to  the  building  of  a new  Senior 
Occupational  Centre  of  60  places  for  both  sexes.  It  is  hoped  that  definite  plans  will 
be  formulated  following  a visit  to  similar  new  occupational  centres  in  the  north  of 
England. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  200  mental  defectives  were  under  supervision  by  the 
Health  Department  s Mental  Health  Staff.  Of  these  41  were  under  formal  guardianship 
and  159  were  under  informal  supervision. 

Information  received  from  the  Physician  Superintendent  of  Hartwood  Hospital 
shows  that  23  patients  were  formally  detained  in  that  hospital  from  the  Burgh  during 
1962.  At  the  end  of  December  1962  the  number  of  detained  patients  remaining  in  Hart- 
wood  Hospital  was  42.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  from  the  Burgh  on  an  informal 
basis  during  the  year  was  222.  This  included  74  transferred  from  the  detained  to  the 
informal  role,,  At  the  end  of  December  1962  the  number  of  informal  patients  from  the 
Burgh  resident  in  Hartwood  Hospital  was  152. 

Chiropody  Service 

The  Town  Council’s  Chiropody  Service,  which  began  in  October  1961  for  persons 
of  pensionable  age  completed  its  first  year  of  service  in  1962.  The  service  is  conducted 
by  one  full  time  chiropodist.  During  the  year  1962,  2,394  treatments  were  carried  out, 
of  which  1,433  were  in  Town  Council’s  clinics,  502  in  Part  III  accommodation  and 
459  in  the  homes  of  patients.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  chiropodist  was  fully  occupied 
and,  with  the  demand  for  the  service  increasing,  the  waiting  time  for  domiciliary  treat- 
ment was  10  weeks  and  that  for  clinic  treatment  8 weeks.  This  service  makes  a sub- 
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stantial  contribution  to  the  growing  problem  of  care  of  the  aged  and  it  is  felt  that  con- 
sideration will  have  to  be  given  to  the  employment  of  a second  chiropodist  if  the  service 
is  to  be  effectively  carried  out. 

Family  Planning  Clinics 

The  Motherwell,  Wishaw  and  District  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association 
continued  to  use  two  of  the  Town  Council’s  clinic  premises  and  trained  health  visitors 
in  the  conducting  of  Family  Planning  Clinics  in  the  area.  The  clinics  are  very  busy 
ones  and  experience  in  1962  suggests  that  in  the  Motherwell  area  consideration  will 
ha-ve  to  be  given  to  an  extension  of  sessions. 


Marriage  Guidance  Counselling 

A Motherwell,  Wishaw  and  District  Marriage  Guidance  Council  was  established 
during  the  year  and  authority  was  given  by  the  Town  Council  for  Marriage  Guidance 
Counselling  to  be  carried  out  in  their  clinic  premises.  During  the  year  Counsellors 
were  provided  from  the  Glasgow  Marriage  Guidance  Council  and  plans  have  been  made 
for  a course  of  training  for  15  local  candidates  in  the  Health  Department  during  the 
year  1963. 


Staffing 


Owing  to  the  increased  pressure  of  work  on  the  medical  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,  in  particular  that  arising  from  the  new  Mental  Health  Arrangements,  part 
time  medical  staff  was  employed  during  the  year  for  4 sessions  of  child  welfare  and 
immunisation  per  week. 

The  full  establishment  of  20  district  health  visitors  was  maintained  during  the 
year.  10  of  the  full  establishment  of  11  home  nurses  and  the  full  establishment  of  9 
domiciliary  midwives  was  employed  in  1962. 

Clean  Air  Act 


The  Smoke  Control  Area  due  to  come  into  operation  in  the  Forgewood  area  of 
Motherwell  in  1962  was  postponed  until  1963  and  is  in  operation  at  the  time  of  writing. 
This  area  involves  approximately  1,700  premises. 

It  is  planned  to  introduce  two  larger  areas  and  3 smaller  areas  in  the  Burgh 
during  1964  involving  2,726  premises.  At  the  same  time  new  redevelopment  areas  will 
automatically  become  smokeless  as  they  are  completed. 

Future  of  Local  Health  Authority  Services 


The  employment  of  health  visitors  in  conjunction  with  general  medical  practition- 
ers or  groups  of  these  appears  a desirable  development  of  the  work  of  health  visitors 
for  the  future.  In  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  50%  of  the  general  medical  practitioners  have 
co-operated  in  a Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services  Scheme  in  which  the  general  practition- 
er carries  out  his  ante-natal  and  post-natal  work  with  the  health  visitor  and  midwife 
in  Town  Council  Clinics.  One  group  of  general  medical  practitioners,  feeling  that  the 
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expectant  mothers  in  their  practice  preferred  attendance  at  the  surgery  rather  than  at 
the  Clinic,  have  a midwife  and  health  visitor  in  attendance  at  ante-natal  and  post-natal 
clinics  held  in  their  surgery.  This  appears  to  operate  successfully  but  these  are 
sessions  for  a specific  group  of  patients  in  whom  the  health  visitor  and  midwife  have  a 
special  interest.  The  use  of  the  health  visitor  in  the  general  medical  practitioner’s 
general  surgery  work,  though  it  presents  considerable  administrative  difficulty  on  the 
part  of  the  Health  Department,  could  be  achieved  but  one  has  the  impression  that  there 
is  little  inclination  on  the  part  of  the  general  medical  practitioner  at  present  to  incor- 
porate the  health  visitor  in  his  general  work. 

The  other  obvious  development  of  the  health  visitor’s  work  lies  in  co-operation 
with  the  hospital  services  and  the  follow  up  of  discharged  patients  from  hospital.  This 
at  present  exists  in  the  field  of  tuberculosis,  chiefly  as  a result  of  the  health  visitor’s 
previous  association  with  this  work  prior  to  the  National  Health  Service.  Similarly  in 
this  Burgh  a close  link  exists  with  the  hospital  Maternity  Service  for  the  same  reason. 
Where  a previous  association  has  not  existed  the  hospital’s  attitude  is  very  different. 
There  are  two  fields  in  which  the  employment  of  health  visitors  in  the  follow  up  of 
discharged  patients  would  be  invaluable,  namely,  the  discharged  aged  person  and  the 
discharged  mentally  ill  person.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  introduce  this  in  both  these 
fields  but  without  success.

Infant  Deaths 

During  1962,  there  were  31  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year,  which 
is  18  fewer  than  in  1961. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  per  thousand  live  births  is  20,  which  is  a lower  rate 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  1961  was  31. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  occurring  within  the  first  twenty-eight  days  of 
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life  was  19  (61%)  giving  a neonatal  death  rate  of  12  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life  was  17  giving 
a death  rate  of  11.1  per  thousand  live  births.

Poliomyelitis  (Salk)  Vaccine  Primary  vaccination  consists  of  3 injections.  The  interval  between  the 

1st  and  2nd  should  be  4 - 6 weeks  and  if  this  is  greater  than  eight  weeks  the 
course  is  started  again.  The  interval  between  the  2nd  and  3rd  should  be  7 months 
and  if  this  is  greater  than  12  months  the  course  is  started  again.  A 4th 
booster  injection  is  given  at  school  entry. 
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The  following  Scheme  of  Arrangements  for  immunisation  and  vaccination  is  now  in  operation 


1. 


Basic  Course  of  Immunisation 
A.  Salk  Vaccine 
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Two  injections  of  1 c.c.  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  3 weeks  followed  by 
a third  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  7 months  and  not  more  than  12  months. 

B.  Oral  Sabin  Vaccine 


Three  doses,  each  of  3 drops,  given  at  intervals  of  4 to  8 weeks. 
2.  Reinforcing  Doses 


A reinforcing  dose  is  given  to  all  immunised  children  entering  school 
including  those  in  the  same  age  group,  not  receiving  education  e.g.  mentally 
handicapped,  and  to  all  persons  at  special  risk. 

Definition  of  persons  at  special  risk  is  as  follows:  — 

General  medical  practitioners,  ambulance  staff,  medical  students,  practising 
dental  surgeons  and  others  who  come  into  contact  with  dental  patients,  practis- 
ing  nurses  in  hospitals  and  elsewhere,  other  hospital  staff  who  come  into  con- 
tact with  patients,  Public  Health  staff  who  may  come  into  contact  with  polio- 
myelitis cases.  The  families  of  the  above  groups-  Persons  going  to  visit  or 
reside  in  a country  outside  Europe,  other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of 
America. 

A.  Salk  Vaccine 


The  fourth  dose  of  1 c.c.  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  4 weeks  after  the 
last  basic  dose. 

B.  Oral  Vaccine 

A fourth  dose  of  oral  vaccine  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  4 weeks  after 
the  last  dose. 

3.  Mixed  Courses  of  Immunisation 


A.  Where  the  basic  course  of  immunisation  with  Salk  vaccine  has  been  started 
and  only  one  injection  has  been  given  or  two  injections  have  been  given  of  which 
the  second  was  more  than  one  year  previously,  a full  course  of  immunisation 
with  oral  vaccine  is  begun. 

B.  Children  who  have  had  two  injections  of  Salk  vaccine  only  as  part  of 
their  basic  course,  of  which  the  second  was  given  not  more  than  a year  pre- 
viously, receive  two  doses  of  oral  vaccine  as  an  alternative  to  a third  dose 
of  Salk  vaccine.  These  two  doses  of  oral  vaccine  to  complete  the  basic  course 
are  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  4 weeks,  the  second  being  given  not  later  than 
school  entry.

C.  With  the  exception  of  children,  all  persons  who  have  had  two  injections 
of  Salk  vaccine  as  part  of  the  basic  course,  of  which  the  second  was  given  not 
more  than  a year  previously,  complete  the  basic  course  of  immunisation  with 
a single  dose  of  oral  vaccine. 

D.  Where  the  basic  course  of  immunisation  has  been  completed  with  3 Salk 
vaccine  injections  the  reinforcing  dose  referred  to  in  paragraph  2 is  of  oral 
vaccine. 

4„  On  the  occurrence  of  a single  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  one  dose 

of  oral  vaccine  is  given  to  all  children  attending  the  same  school  or  living 
in  the  same  or  neighbouring  streets  regardless  of  their  vaccination  state.  This 
also  includes  vaccination  of  adults  believed  to  be  at  special  risk  where  this 
is  considered  necessary. 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  in  relation  to  other  Immunisations 


Two  weeks  is  left  after  poliomyelitis  vaccination  before  beginning  a course  of 
Trivax  or  Dip.Tet.  and  similarly  two  weeks  is  left  after  a course  of  Trivax  or  Dip.Tet. 
before  giving  poliomyelitis  vaccination. 

Three  weeks  is  left  after  poliomyelitis  vaccination  before  the  giving  of  vaccin= 
ation  against  smallpox,  yellow  fever,  T.A.B.  and  cholera  before  the  giving  of  polio- 
myelitis vaccination. 

B.C.G.  and  poliomyelitis  vaccination  courses  are  separated  by  at  least  4 weeks. 
Where  reasonable  poliomyelitis  precedes  B.C.G. 

Contra  Indications  for  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Salk  vaccine  and  Oral  vaccine  is  not  given  by  the  Health  Department  to  children 
under  6 months  nor  to  adults  over  40  years  nor  is  it  given  to  anyone  with  diarrhoea, 
or  within  3 weeks  of  surgical  treatment.  Where  Salk  or  Oral  vaccination  is  begun 
tonsillectomy  is  postponed  until  the  course  is  completed. 

Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  not  given  to  pregnant  women  before  the  fourth 
month  of  pregnancy.  Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  not  given  to  anyone  who  has 
had  a full  course  of  Salk. 

Where  one  form  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  has  been  begun  (Salk  or  Oral),  this 
is  continued  and  completed  unless  contra  indications  arise  during  the  course. 

Contra  Indications  to  Smallpox  Vaccination 


(a)  Exposure  to  infectious  diseases  other  than  smallpox. 

(b)  Septic  skin  conditions. 

(c)  Infantile  eczema  and  other  allergic  conditions. 

(d)  Hypogammaglobulinemia. 

(e)  Cortico-steroid  therapy. 

(f)  Failure  to  thrive.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Incidence 


During  the  year  51  notifications  of  tuberculosis  were  received.  The  diagnosis 
was  confirmed  in  48  cases.  Of  these  43  were  pulmonary.  Classification  of  confirmed 
cases  according  to  age  group  and  sex  incidence  is  shown  in  the  statistical  tables  at 
the  end  of  the  report. 

Of  the  43  confirmed  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  4 were  classified  as  primary 
and  39  as  post  primary.  36  were  classified  as  early  acute,  1 as  chronic  and  6 as  chronic 
with  recent  spread.  4 of  the  pulmonary  cases  suffered  from  pleural  effusion  without 
parenchymal  disease. 

Of  the  43  pulmonary  cases  20  were  sputum  positive,  11  were  sputum  negative 
and  sputum  was  absent  in  12  cases. 

All  Tuberculosis 


There  are  423  persons  resident  in  the  Burgh  of  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  who  are 
known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  at  31st  December,  1962.  These  are  classified 
according  to  age  and  sex  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Deaths 


There  were  4 deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  Tables  giving 
particulars  of  the  period  elapsing  between  discharges  from  an  institution  and  death, 
and  deaths  and  death  rates  from  tuberculosis  since  1931  are  given  in  the  statistical 
tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  death  rate  for  1962  is  0.05  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Contact  Investigation  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination 


296  contacts,  of  whom  120  were  children  under  15  years  of  age,  were  traced 
during  the  year  and  all  contacts  over  15  years  were  offered  X-ray  of  chest.  At  special 
contact  sessions  held  twice  weekly  in  the  Airbles  Road  Clinic  Centre  114  persons 
were  tuberculin  tested.  The  following  table  shows  the  result  obtained  from  skin  testing 
of  contacts  under  15  years  of  age.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  in  Schools  — Session  1961=62 

The  number  of  children  eligible  under  the  scheme  was  1,715.  Consent  for  testing 
and  vaccination  was  revived  for  1,467  children.  This  figure  represents  85.5%  of  the 
children  eligible  under  the  scheme.  All  children  older  than  the  eligible  age  groups  were 
again  offered  B.C.G.  Vaccination  and  consent  was  received  for  a further  17  children 
making  a grand  total  of  1,484  children. 

Of  these  1,484  children  1,395  received  a preliminary  skin  test  under  the  School 
B.C.G.  Scheme.  1,222  reported  for  reading  3 days  later.  Of  these  138  were  positive

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ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  THE  SENIOR  DENTAL  OFFICER 


Dental  Arrangements  During  1962 


In  both  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  dental  clinics  two  sessions  per  week  were  made 
available  for  the  inspection  of  new  cases  and  eight  sessions  per  week  were  devoted  to 
actual  treatment.  Part  of  the  Wednesday  morning  session  at  Motherwell  and  the  Friday 
morning  session  at  Wishaw  was  reserved  for  the  extraction  of  teeth  under  general 
anaesthesia. 

Unfortunately  due  to  illness  of  staff  it  was  not  possible  to  maintain  the  above 
arrangements.  Sessions  were  lost  during  every  month  of  the  year  except  January. 

Inspection  of  Patients 


The  inspection  sessions  were  arranged,  as  in  previous  years,  to  coincide  with 
the  specialist  ante-natal  clinics.  This  enabled  the  expectant  mother,  the  mainspring 
of  the  service,  to  have  a dental  examination  as  a routine  part  of  her  ante-natal  examin- 
ation, although  once  again  a large  number  did  not  do  so.  61%  of  those  seen  were  referred 
from  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  a further  33%  from  general  practitioner/midwife  clinics. 

69%  of  the  nursing  mothers  who  were  inspected  during  the  year  had  also  been 
seen  in  the  ante-natal  period  and  attended  of  their  own  accord  for  a dental  examination 
in  the  nursing  period. 


Of  the  pre-school  children  examined  for  the  first  time  42%  were  brought  by  mothers 
who  had  themselves  been  examined  and  treated  at  the  clinic.  A further  28%  were  referred 
by  Health  Visitors.  The  remainder  were  re-examinations. 

Sources  of  Patients 


The  following  table  provides  details  of  the  various  sources  of  patients  inspected 
during  the  year.  Under  “Nursing  Mothers”  who  attended  of  their  own  choice  are  included 
those  mothers  who,  having  commenced  or  completed  treatment  in  the  ante-natal  period, 
returned  for  inspection  and  treatment  in  the  post-natal  period.

Of  the  expectant  mothers  who  were  dentally  examined  at  the  clinics  during  the 
year,  94%  required  treatment.  Of  these,  71%  elected  to  have  treatment  at  the  clinics, 
18%  were  actually  attending  or  proposed  attending  a general  dental  peactitioner,  and 
11%  refused  dental  treatment.  Only  42%  of  those  mothers  who  received  treatment  at  the 
clinics  during  the  year  were  made  dentally  fit  before  their  confinement.  While  delays 
to  treatment  were  inevitable  during  1962,  this  failure  to  have  treatment  completed  before 
the  confinement  was  due  on  the  main  to  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  expectant  mother 
towards  dental  treatment  in  the  early  months  of  her  pregnancy.  Medical  practitioners, 
midwives  and  health  visitors  engaged  in  the  Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services  Scheme 
should  do  everything  possible  to  encourage  expectant  mothers  to  seek  early  dental  care. 

Nursing  Mothers 

Although  69%  of  the  nursing  mothers  had  been  inspected  and  in  many  cases 
treated  before  their  confinement,  all  but  two  required  dental  treatment.  84%  of  those 
receiving  treatment  at  the  clinics  completed  their  course  of  treatment  which  was  in  28% 
of  cases  by  the  fitting  of  full  upper  and  lower  dentures.  In  fact  52%  of  the  total  number 
of  nursing  mothers  treated,  received  a denture  or  dentures.  While  there  is  a degree  of

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deterioration  of  the  teeth  during  pregnancy  and  lactation  it  would  be  wrong  to  deduce 
from  the  number  of  dentures  supplied  that  over  a quarter  of  nursing  mothers  lose  all  their 
teeth  and  over  half  lose  sufficient  teeth  to  necessitate  the  supply  of  a denture.  Many 
dentures  were  in  fact  supplied  in  renewal  of  existing  dentures. 

Provision  of  Dentures 

During  the  year  1962,  10%  of  the  expectant  mothers  and  52%  of  the  nursing  mothers 
who  received  treatment  at  the  clinics  were  fitted  with  a denture  or  dentures.  A total  of 
249  new  dentures  were  supplied  free  of  charge  to  149  patients.

86%  of  the  pre-school  children  dentally  inspected  during  the  year  were  found  to 
require  treatment.  63%  of  those  seen  had  had  no  previous  dental  treatment.  95%  of  those 
accepting  treatment  at  the  clinics  received  treatment  and  73%  completed  their  course 
of  treatment  and  were  made  dentally  fit.  Many  temporary  teeth  were  sacrificed  in  the 
process  however,  and  until  mothers  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  temporary  dentition 
to  the  child,  many  children  will  continue  to  be  brought  in  the  first  instance  merely  in 
order  that  pain  may  be  relieved.  Adjustment  of  the  fluoride  content  of  water  supplies  as 
suggested  in  the  1962  Report  or! ‘The  Conduct  of  the  Fluoridation  Studies  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Results  Achieved  after  Five  Years”  would  undoubtedly  result  in  a 
substantial  reduction  of  dental  decay  in  young  children.
